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GRADUATE STUDENTS MAY BE 
ELIMINATED FROM GUARANTEED 
STUDENT LOAN PROGRAM 


According to recent reports, President 
Reagan will recommend to Congress that 
all graduate students be dropped from the 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program as of 
the 1982-83 academic year. Apparently 
the Department of Education has already 
made this recommendation to the Office 
of Management and Budget. These pro- 
posed cutbacks in the Guaranteed Stu- 
dent Loan Program are part of the ad- 
ministration’s overall effort to reduce 
federal spending. Because the high cost 
of the interest subsidy which the govern- 
ment pays to the banks makes the 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program the 
most expensive federal financial aid pro- 
gram, it is the prime target for radical 
cutbacks. 

As an alternative source of loan funds, 
the administration is suggesting that 
graduate students be directed towards the

The Office of Student Affairs will he 
sponsoring a Career Fair on Monday, 
January 25, 1982 from 11:00 a.m.

Although graduation seems a long 
way off, it is not too early for students 
to begin preparing themselves for the 
job search. There are many sources of 
information available that will help you 
familiarize yourself with the job market. 
The Office of Student Affairs has 
general information on various health 
related careers and health care institu- 
tions around the country. Information 
on resumé writing and interviewing 
techniques is also available. Students 
can locate job openings in professional 
journals, newsletters and_ local 
newspapers. For example, Nursing Job 
News lists hundreds of jobs monthly and 
is available for student use in the Office 
of Student Affairs. 

Attending career fairs is an excellent 
way to begin your job search. Don't 
miss your chance to compare and con- 
trast employment opportunities and 
sharpen your interviewing skills. For 
more information contact Lynne Dillard 
at x6302.

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Auxiliary Loan to Assist Students 
(ALAS), a new loan program which was 
opened up to graduate students by the 
Omnibus Reconciliation Act passed on 
August 13, 1981. Under this program 
students may borrow up to $3000 per 
year at 14 percent interest; repayment of 
principal is deferred while the student is 
enrolled in school or in a residency pro- 
gram for up to two years, but the interest 
accrues and comes due while the student 
is in school. The only change which 
Reagan is recommending for this pro- 
gram is an increase in borrowing limits. 

The Auxiliary Loan Program should 
become operational in Illinois for the 
1982-83 year. Of course, medical 
students can also turn to the HEAL pro- 
gram, on which interest accrues while the 
student is in school at the rate of 342% 
over the rate on 90 day Treasury Bills. 
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The President's proposed cuts for the 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program will 
be sent to Congress in late January or ear- 
ly February as a part of his total budget 
package. If his proposal meets with 
strong opposition on Capitol Hill, the 
Congress may adopt an alternative 
method for attaining savings in the 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program. 
Although many alternatives will be 
studied, the outcome is almost certain to 
mean reduced availability of Guaranteed 
Student Loans. Strong opposition in the 
Congress to Reagan’s proposal will 
materialize only if the Congressmen hear 
from the graduate students who will be 
affected. If you are a graduate student 
who would lose eligibility for a 
Guaranteed Student Loan under this pro- 
posal, you can make a difference by

Need Money For School? 


With the cutbacks in federal financial 
aid to students, it is mow more important 
than ever to investigate funds available 
from outside agencies. This means con- 
tacting appropriate agencies, founda- 
tions, and corporations to determine 
availability of funds and criteria for 
eligibility. Also, do not overlook your 
parents’ and/or relatives’ place of 
employment, your local county or state 
health association and your religious 
organizations which might be able to 
assist you. The Student Financial Aid Of- 
fice has listings of financial aid available 
from a variety of sources. Eligibility 
criteria will vary from program to pro- 
gram depending on the sponsoring 
organization. Deadline dates for applica- 
tion are usually early in the year, so you 
should be requesting materials now to be 
considered for next year. The following 
programs are examples of what is 
available: 


The Mellinger Education Foundation 

The Foundation awards scholarships 
to undergraduates and low interest loans 
to graduate students. Application 
deadline is June 1. Write to the Founda- 
tion at 1025 East Broadway, Monmouth, 
Illinois 61462 for information and ap- 
plication forms. 


Marcus and Theresa Levi Scholarship 

The Jewish Vocational Service pro- 
vides scholarships to students of the 
Jewish faith who are studying a “helping 
profession” (which includes nursing, 
medicine and related health sciences).

Inside the Student Counseling Center 


January 1982

Last fall I wrote a column on the hid- 
den curriculum—the set of values and 
assumptions that students in the health 
professions acquire during their training. 
One of these assumptions is that one lives 
in a heterosexual world filled with 
heterosexual colleagues and heterosexual 
patients. This is not so and the fact that 
it is not has implications for all health 
professionals, gay or straight. 

Society's attitudes toward homosex- 
uality continue to be negative, despite 
gains made by gay rights groups and 
despite the fact that homosexuality is no 
longer defined as an emotional disease. 
These negative attitudes make it difficult 
for a gay person to reveal his or her sex- 
ual orientation. In the health professions, 
which involve physical contact, gays feel 
especially wary about revealing their sex- 
ual preference. 

The fear of exposure and the frustra- 
tion caused by that fear are always pre- 


sent. In a lecture or lab or on the hospital 
floors incorrect or half-true statements 
about gay patients or gay diseases are 
often heard. What are the implications 
for the gay person who speaks up? 

And maybe the worst of it is the 
loneliness and isolation the gay in- 
dividual feels as a student. Suppose a 
five-year relationship has just ended. 
What friend or colleague can the gay per- 
son turn to for support? Suppose the in- 
dividual is a lesbian interested in building 
friendships with other women. If they 
know that she is a lesbian, how will they 
react? 

Many women and men have come to 
terms with being gay by the time they get 
to Rush. They have decided how to deal 
with their families, and they have learn- 
ed to deflect heterosexual dating sugges- 
tions with some equilibrium. Never- 
theless, they may find it very difficult to 
risk confiding in new friends because they 
know that some of them will not be able 
to understand and because they fear that

others might learn about them. What of 
the individuals who are still wrestling 
with their feelings about being gay? They 
must work it out without the support of 
friends or family, and there is little 
around them to allow them to feel strong 
and worthwhile in acknowledging that 
they are homosexual. 

Being a student, at whatever age, is 
like being an adolescent: one has a lot of 
responsibility and very little authority. 
Students in the health professions are 
doubly tested because they are evaluated 
not only on the basis of their academic 
learning but on their technical skills as 
well. Now added to all this are the stress 
of working out one’s sexual orientation, 
making a choice with negative social 
sanctions, and trying to hide it from 
almost everyone while simultaneously 
trying to meet a potential mate. How 
could one not feel depressed or anxious 
or both at least some of the time? 

There is no simple solution for this 
situation. Members of the gay communi-

ty can set up a hotline or join a gay rights 
group to work out some of the frustra- 
tion and stress. But it is the straight com- 
munity that needs to become much more 
aware of and sensitive to the problems 
gays face in order to begin to change 
society's attitude toward homosexuality. 
A start might be to view the film, “Word 
is Out,” which beautifully reveals the 
pains and joys of gay life. Another sug- 
gestion is to participate in a discussion 
group on gay awareness. For those who 
are very interested, a third possibility 
could be some clinical experience in a gay 
clinic. These are just some of the ways 
that we as health professionals can learn 
more about each other.

But He'd Come Real Cheap 

Tucson, Ariz. (CH) - A lot of college 
seniors are sending out job applications 
about now, and Jackson T. Schwartz is 
no exception—he just has his sights set 
higher than most. 

Schwartz, a U. of Arizona senior, 
recently applied for the presidency of that 
school. 

His application was one of 154 receiv- 
ed after John P. Schaefer announced his 
resignation. But it’s certainly different 
from the rest. 

For one thing, Schwartz states he 
would move the president's office into 
one of the roundtable areas at one end 
of the Student Union, to increase interac- 
tion with students. He would also gear 
university programs to “turning out com- 
plete people” instead of just churning out 
graduates. 

To help accomplish this, Schwartz 
would turn the vacated president's office 
into a student-stress center, allowing any 
student carrying a valid identification 
card to use the facility for five acts of 
physical rage. Schwartz would also re- 
quire the Student Health Center to pro- 
vide abortions and would instruct cam- 
pus police to spend more time fighting 
crimes against people and property rather 
than victimless crime. 

All this may strike the UA Board of 
Regents as a little eccentric, but one facet 
of Schwartz's plan has to sound appeal- 
ing. He proposes reducing the president's 
salary from $86,000 a year to $12,000, 
dividing the remaining funds between im- 
proving access for the handicapped and 
aiding students with outstanding loans. 

It’s unlikely any other candidates will 
make such an offer. 


But Did They All Get A’s? 

Davidson, N.C. (CH) - The eight 
members of Dr. Erich Wruck’s_ in- 
termediate German class are perfectly or- 
dinary Davidson College freshmen in 
most ways, but they may have manag- 
ed to put their names in that school’s 
record books during their first term. 

The eight students, who comprised the 
entire class, had perfect attendance in 
German 20 for the entire fall term, 
becoming what school officials think is 
the first class to accomplish such a feat 
in the school’s 144-year history. “It may 
have happened before, but I haven't 
heard of it,” says Davidson Registrar Dr. 
Richard Burts. “It’s a very unusual 
occurrence.” 

It’s even more unusual considering that 
the students were told at the outset they 
could take a maximum of ten cuts of the 
class, which met five days a week for a 
total of 48 class meetings. “They must not 
have heard me,” says Wruck.

Student Learning 
Skills Center 


Are you worried about an upcoming 
test? Is the writing of a five page paper 
hanging over your head? Are you rely- 
ing too heavily on co-op notes? Are you 
having trouble managing your time? If 
the answer to any or all of these ques- 
tions is yes, don’t panic, almost everyone 
experiences similar anxieties during their 
school years. If you feel you could benefit 
from an analysis of your particular learn- 
ing skills or study techniques, you might 
consider speaking with Robert Pierleoni, 
Ed.D., x2111, 4th floor Schweppe. 

Dr. Pierleoni, who is Chairperson of 
the Department of Related Health Pro- 
grams, has been working with Universi- 
ty faculty in establishing a Student Learn- 
ing Skills Center as a part of The Center 
of Educational Resources. The aim of the 
Center is to work with students in iden- 
tifying the most effective learning 
strategies for them. What may be suc- 
cessful for one individual may not be as 
effective for another. 

Dr. Pierleoni can assist you in identi- 
fying areas in which your learning skills 
might be improved. Perhaps you need to 
better organize your material before an 
exam or develop a new strategy for note 
taking or textbook reading. Once the 
study skill deficiency has been pin- 
pointed, a course of action can be devis- 
ed to improve your study techniques. 

Some students are referred to Dr. 
Pierleoni by academic advisors or by in- 
structors. Others stop by on their own 
initiative or with encouragement from a 
friend or counselor. If you would like to 
make an appointment to meet with Dr. 
Pierleoni, call x2111. If possible, please 
call two to three days in advance. Usually 
a few follow-up sessions are suggested so 
that your progress can be evaluated. 
Confidentiality is guaranteed. 

Since September, students from the 
Colleges of Nursing, Medicine and 
Health Sciences have visited the Student 
Learning Skills Center. Some have sought 
assistance with developing outlines and

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Student Loan Defaults: How Bad Are They ? 


In the past few months a great deal 
of national attention has focused on 
the repayment records of former 
health professions students who 
received Federal Health Profession or 
Nursing Loans. Newspapers across 
the country, including the Chicago 
Tribune, published front page 
articles about physicians with large 
salaries who were repaying 
significant commercial debts on cars 
or homes while defaulting on their 
low interest student loans. The issue 
was not confined to just the print 
media. Channel Two’s Walter 
Jacobson, in one of his editorial 
perspectives, blasted the defaulters 
along with the schools for failing to 
collect the loans. One frequently 
mentioned statistic was that about 30 
percent of the borrowers in 
repayment were delinquent 90 days 
or more in making payments. 

A 30 percent delinquency rate 
seems to be an apalling figure, and 
on the surface would appear to 
justify the public outcry. After all, 
these are individuals who have 


completed their studies, have jobs, 
and are among the most well paid 
people in the country. 

A closer analysis of the data, 
however, provides another 
perspective from which to assess 
student default rates. 

First, it is important to understand 
that the 30 percent delinquency rate 
includes all health profession 
disciplines. The delinquency rate for 
borrowers from various disciplines 
ranges from a low of 6 percent for 
osteopathic medicine to a high of 56 
percent for associate degree nursing 
borrowers. The delinquency rate for 
allopathic medicine was 15 percent. 

Second, there is no single 
approach to delinquency rate 
determination that is universally 
accepted as the correct method. The 
formula that produced the rates 
mentioned above was developed by 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services (DHHS). This 
formula is different from, and more 
restrictive than, the delinquency rate 
formula utilized by the Education

Department (ED) in computing 
delinquency rates for the National 
Direct Student Loan. Thus, you have 
two federal agencies calculating 
student loan default rates, but the 
public and the press are not aware 
of and do not understand the 
differences in the two approaches. 

Basically, the DHHS formula uses 
only those loans in repayment status 
whereas the broader approach taken 
by ED also includes loans in 
deferment and loans completely 
repaid. This later methodology gives 
schools credit for the attention and 
contact legally required that is 
maintained with the borrower during 
periods of deferment. In addition, it 
is also a positive recognition for 
following the collection process 
through to its conclusion. 

The two methods produce 
markedly different delinquency 
rates. On the following table you 
will find the delinquency rates for 
Rush University health professions 
and nursing loan programs utilizing 
the DHHS formula and the ED 


formula. All of the rates have been 
calculated on the basis of number of 
borrowers rather than dollars. 


Delinquency Rate 
ED 


Program DHHS 

Undergraduate Nursing 41.5% 13.8% 
Graduate Nursing 25.0% 4.2% 
Medicine 13.3% 3.4% 


Any comparison between programs 
is difficult when different standards 
exsist or when standards are absent. 
If the Federal Government used the 
same set of standards, however, for 
all student borrowers, health 
profession borrowers would 
demonstrate a very strong record of 
loan repayment relative to other 
student borrowers. 

Unfortunately, there will always 
be a few people who will abuse the 
program, just as there are individuals 
who abuse other types of social 
programs. But the public has been 
led to believe the deadbeats have 
become the norm rather than the 
exception, and that is simply not the 
case.

REAGAN’S PROPOSALS CUT 
STUDENT AID BY ONE-THIRD 


In the 1983 budget proposal which 
he unveiled on February 8, President 
Reagan asked Congress to reduce 
federal spending for student financial 
aid by one-third. This request 
follows a 12% reduction in funding 
for financial aid which the President 
persuaded Congress to pass last year. 
Because the money appropriated for 
most aid programs is not spent until 
the following year, the impact of the 
first cuts will begin to be felt in the 
1982-83 academic year. The 
recommendations which are now 
before Congress call for zero funding 
by 1983-84 for several financial aid 
programs which have provided 
assistance to Rush University 
students: National Direct Student 
Loan, Health Professions Loan, 
Nursing Loan, Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity Grant, 
Psychiatric-Mental Health Nurse 
Traineeship, Exceptional Financial 
Need Scholarship for First-Year 
Medical Students and new awards 
for the National Health Service 
Corps. However, the cutbacks 
proposed for the two largest federal 
programs, the Guaranteed Student 
Loan and the Pell Grant (Basic 
Grant) would cause the greatest loss 
of dollars for Rush students. 

As predicted, the President has 
proposed that all graduate students 
be denied access to the Guaranteed 
Student Loan Program as of the 
1982-83 academic year. As an 
alternative he has suggested that 
graduate students be allowed to 
borrow up to $8,000 annually under 


the new Auxilliary Loan (ALAS), 
which requires 14% interest 
payments even while enrolled in 
school. Although ALAS is expected 
to be operational in Illinois for 
1982-83, the willingness of lenders to 
participate in the loan program is 
uncertain. Medical students would 
still have the option of borrowing 
from the HEAL program, which 
carries an interest charge even while 
in school of 344% over the rate on 
91-day Treasury Bills. Currently the 
interest rate on HEAL is 16%. 

For the Pell (Basic) Grant Program 
the President would slash spending 
to $1.4 billion in 1983-84, compared 
to $2.35 billion for the current year. 
He has also asked Congress to make 
further cuts in Pell Grants for next 
year by rescinding $91 million of the 
$2.27 billion already appropriated. 
By 1983-84 the maximum Pell Grant 
would be reduced to $1,600 and over 
one million recipients would become 
ineligible. 

Indications from Washington are 
that the Congress is not receptive to 
Reagan’s entire budget package. If 
enough people speak out against 
these drastic reductions in student 
aid, then the final budget will be the 
result of a compromise between the 
Congress and the President. Whether 
Reagan's budget is approved or less 
severe cuts are passed, it is fairly 
certain that there will be little if any 
increased funding for student 
financial aid, which is needed to keep 
pace with rising costs. 


WHAT CAN YOU DO ABOUT 
STUDENT AID CUTS? 


The Office of Student Financial 
Aid and a group of student 
representatives have organized a 
letter-writing campaign at Rush to 
encourage students to write to 
Congress about the proposed cuts in 
student aid. An informational letter 
was stuffed in student mailboxes 
urging students to write to Congress 
during the spring break. Student 
representatives will also be appealing 
to their classmates to write letters at 
meetings held immediately after 
classes and at tables set up in the 
cafeteria. If you would like to work

Now is the winter of our 
discontent made glorious summer by 
this sun of...spring break and being 
two-thirds done with the school year 
(my apologies to Shakespeare). 
Everyone is glad to see the end of 
winter quarter and one might 
imagine that the happiest students at 
Rush are those who look forward to 
graduating in June. But is this true? 

For first and third year medical 
students, junior nursing students, 
and nongraduating graduate 
students, June will mark the end of 
a period of the acquisition of skill 
and knowledge. They can look 
ahead to at least one more year of 
further development in a familiar 
setting. For the rest, those who will 
graduate and second year medical 
students, the end of the school year 
arouses some concern in two central 
areas: confidence in _ one’s 
professional work and closeness with 
friends and other loved ones. 

The first stress of June lies in 
uncertainty about one’s professional 
abilities. There is a principle which, 
if still unnamed, I would be pleased 
to define as Johnson’s Fourth Law 
(the other three are as yet 
undiscovered) which states that the 
closer one comes to assuming 
professional responsibilities, the 
faster one’s knowledge and skill seem 
to evaporate. This law, then, 
explains the anxiety of graduating 
nursing students, medical students 
and health science students about 
their ability to function in their first 
independent work. The critical 
element is the responsibility they will 
take for the first time, and in the 
health professions, responsibility can 
be critical. Second year medical 
students feel this too, knowing that 
soon they will be expected to apply 
classroom learning in the hospital. 
And they and the graduating nurses 
will have their abilities tested on the 
boards as well. 

The second stress of June is the 
possible imminent loss of and/or 
change in friendships or other 
important relationships. As one 
glances around in classes or on the 
floor these days, there is an 
awareness that this group will rarely 
if ever be together again. Many of 


the friends who helped one hold it 
together will be dispersing to all parts 
of the country. In addition, second 
year medical students will have to 
work infinitely harder to keep in 
touch with friends whom they 
formerly saw every day. There may 
also be concern that the professional 
demands of the coming years will 
bring serious harm to intimate 
relationships or will prevent such 
relationships from developing. 

A way of coping with these events 
is to maintain a balance between the 
contagion of feeling among the 
classmates which can sweep one 
away, and the isolation which 
prevents one from validating 
experiences with those of others. It’s 
not easy, when the majority of one’s 
classmates are exuding anxiety, 
anger, or despair, to hold onto a 
sense of well-being. And even if it’s 
possible, it usually dosen't win 
popularity contests. Despite this, it's 
important to focus on one’s own 
inner feelings and to act on them. It’s 
also not easy, when the majority of 
the class appears to feel optimistic 
and successful, to confide to another 
one’s own fear of failure and 
discouragement. Nevertheless, it’s 
helpful to find someone with whom 
to share this; otherwise one will 
never learn that there are others who 
feel similarly. 

Eugene Gendlin of the University 
of Chicago has developed a 
technique called focusing which can 
be used both when one feels 
overwhelmed by the contagion from 
others and when one feels isolated 
and disconnected. Focusing involves 
letting existing problems float into 
awareness, feeling the problems and 
reaching a state of feeling centered. 
There is no pressure exerted to solve 
problems; rather one examines their 
impact on one’s feelings. This 
method is discussed in Gendlin’s 
book, Focusing (Everest House 
Publishers, 1978). Also, courses are 
offered in focusing at the Focusing 
Institute in Hyde Park; their phone 
numbers are 363-2391 and 753-2085.

GEIGER 
VISITS RUSH 


Dr. Jack Geiger successfully 
kicked-off the opening lecture of the 
newly formed Rush Student Lecture 
Series on February 3 at 2 p.m. with 
his lecture, “Our Professions, Our 
Goals, Our Lives: Blind Ambition?” 
Dr. Geiger addressed an audience of 
150 students, faculty and housestaff. 

Dr Geiger is the Authur H. Logan 
Professor of Community Medicine at 
the City College of New York, and 
he is a program director in the 
Sophie Davis School of Biomedical 
Sciences in New York City. Geiger 
helped establish the first rural health 
care clinic under the Office of Equal 
Opportunity, and he is active in the 
group Physicians for Social 
Responsibility. 

In his lecture, Dr. Geiger address- 
ed issues such as, “How do you hang 
on to your head and values during 
the medical socialization process.” 
He felt that it is possible to integrate 
the practice of medicine with one’s 
value system, albeit unintentionally, 
to fit the pressures of modern 
medicine. He advocated the forma- 
tion of small student groups wherein 
issues of changing attitudes and 
values could be discussed, and 
students could assess what is happen- 
ing to their own value system. 

Geiger’s appearance at Rush was 
one aspect of a busy Chicago-wide 
visit to discuss the medical conse- 
quences of nuclear war. His itinerary 
included lectures at the University of 
Chicago and the University of II- 
linois, as well as interviews with 
Studs Terkel (WFMT) and Channel 
9’s John Drury. 

The Rush Student Lecture Series 

is a series of lectures by distinguish- 
ed artists, educators, and scientists 
who are invited to speak about the 
more personal and motivational 
aspects of their achievements. The 
series is funded by grants from the 
Bishop Anderson Foundation, 
AMSA, and the UpJohn Company. 
Still in its infancy, the series can use 
the help of any interested Rush stu- 
dent.

Women: Developing a Multi- 


disciplinary Approach to a Complex 
Medico-Social Issue” is sponsored by 
Rush Coalition Against Spouse 
Abuse (RCASA). All interested 
people are invited.

RCASA was formed over a year 
ago and its members have provided 
information in services and referrals 
to numerous departments in the 
Medical Center. Its members also 
recently compiled over 150 articles 
for reserve use in the library. The 
desk or reference librarian can direct 
you to the special file. 

The magnitude of domestic 


violence. is just now being 
recognized. Each year hundreds of 
thousands of children and elderly 
people are abused, beaten and 
neglected. Thousands of men are 
abused annually, while the number 
of women battered each year 
approaches 4 million. 

According to a 1979 study 
published in a leading physicians 
journal, approximately one of every 
four women in hospital emergency 
rooms with trauma are victims of 
domestic abuse. The FBI estimates 
that wife beating is the most 
unreported crime in the nation. It is 
also one of the most unrecognized 
and undiagnosed problems that 
confronts health care professionals. 
Battered women often turn to health 
care professionals for help. 
Historically that help has been 
palliative at best. 

The trend has been slowly 
changing. More help is becoming 
available. Saturday's workshop will 
hopefully accelerate that change.

New York, N.Y. (CH) - Are you 
tired of the preppy movement yet? 

A New York producer is hoping 
enough people are still intrigued by 
the tongue-in-cheek elitism of that 
fashion/culture trend, because he’s 
agreed to finance a Broadway 
musical called - of course - “The Of- 
ficial Preppy Musical.” 

Producer Lester Osterman recent- 
ly signed a deal with Lisa Birnbach, 
editor of “The Official Preppy Hand- 
book” to stage the musical next 
season. Osterman’s daughter, Pat 
Thackray, is currently writing the 
stage book with Birnbach, who says 
she turned down other preppy enter- 
tainment offers but thinks Broadway 
will be an appropiate place for a prep 
debut.

NEVER SAY DIET AT BARNARD 
New York, N.Y. (CH) - The Barnard 
College Health Service thought it 
was doing overweight students a 
favor by offering them a free diet 
program. But many of the alleged 
“chubbies” didn’t see it that way. 

The Health Service mailed letters 

last fall to entering students whose 
pre-entrance health forms showed 
them to be 20% to 30% overweight, 
inviting them to participate in a free 
diet program. Few if any students 
responded to the offer, and many 
told the student newspaper they were 
put off by the letters. “I think it’s 
tacky,” said one size-12 student who 
received the letter. “Overweight peo- 
ple realize they're overweight and 
they don’t need a letter shouting 
about it in the first line.” 
Another student - a size 5 - told the 
Columbia Daily Spectator she 
shouldn't have even gotten a letter. 
“I’m really not that fat,” she said. “I 
don’t even weigh enough to give 
blood.” 

Health Services Director Harriette 
Mogul, who sent the letters out, said 
they weren't intended to offend 
anyone. “It’s an area of frustration,” 
she says. “But if we bring a group of 
people in who might not have come 
in at all, we'll be successful.” Mogul 
also pointed out that similar services 
are offered by private companies or 
local city clinics. The difference is 
that Barnard’s diet program is free. 
“It’s like trying to give away $100 
bills,” she says.

quickly understanding and working 
through feelings. This is my personal 
belief and it is also the foundation of a 
relatively new theory and practice of 
psychotherapy called cognitive 
behavior therapy.

It has been said that depression is the 
emotional common cold of our times. 
If you doubt it, keep a record of the 
number of times in a week that you 
and/or your friends mention feeling 
depressed. I would argue that, while 
depression is a widespread clinical 
entity, the use of the word is often 
inexact and exaggerated. 

The word might be used to describe 
sadness after failing a test, after 
breaking up with a loved one, or after

a friend accuses one of breaking a 
promise. Examined more closely, these 
sad feelings result from other 
emotions. After failing a test, one often 
feels shame“and embarassment - “Since 
others passed this test, I must be really 
stupid.” Sadness follows, but the 
primary feeling is shame. After 
breaking up with a loved one, the basic 
pain is one of loss and abandonment - 
‘IT can’t go on without this person in 
my life.” Previous losses are called up 
and feelings of sadness flood in, but the 
primary feeling is loss. After breaking 
the promise, one feels guilty - “My 
moral code says one doesn’t let friends 
down, and I broke this code.” Letting 
oneself down this way and hurting a 
friend evoke guilt and then sadness. 

Shame, loss and guilt may lead, in 
some cases, to serious depression but, 
in addition, they are often labelled 
depression without further 
examination. Other experiences also 
lead to self-described depression: e.g., 
burn-out following a difficult clinical 
or clerkship experience, failure to get a 
much-needed loan, losing some 
illusions about practitioners of one’s 
new profession, and on and on. All of 
these may make one sad or blue or 
down in the dumps but not necessarily 
depressed. I would recommend more 
precise labelling of feelings and 
reserving the word depression for the 
clinical entity with its specific signs and 
symptoms. 

Better labelling is not just a verbal 
nicety; it may also aid one in more

see your lover talking animatedly to an 
attractive classmate) -» cognition (“oh, 
oh, she looks so interested in him that 
she'll probably leave me soon”) > 
response (you feel loss and sadness). 

Cognitive behavior therapy helps 
one examine the attributions and 
misattributions and put them in 
perspective. In the above example, it is 
essential to examine the cognition and 
test it against reality. Does merely 
talking to another person indicate lack 
of love for you? Is the relationship so 
shaky that one conversation will 
inevitably lead to loss? Checking out 
the statements you make to yourself, 
many of which occur virtually 
automatically, is often the best way to 
resolve feelings of sadness. When an 
event occurs which really has 
unfortunate consequences, it is still 
essential to examine the automatic 
thoughts for evidence of catastrophic 
ideas, e.g., “Not getting the position I 
wanted means I’m worthless and I will 
never have the career I wanted.” 

When feeling sad or blue persists for 
weeks, despite one’s best efforts to feel 
better, then it is wise to seek help. 
Severe depression is probably more 
painful than any other emotional 
problem. There are a number of 
methods for treating depression, 
including several talking therapies and 
psychoactive drugs. The bad news is 
that we live in a time in which 
depression is the emotional common 
cold. The good news is that it can be 
helped.

Congressional Battle Still Raging 
Over Financial Ald Cuts 


Although the opposition to Reagan’s 
proposed cuts in financial aid is 
building in Congress the battle is far 
from over. Steps have been taken by 
subcommittees in the Democratic- 
controlled House of Representatives to 
oppose further cutbacks in financial 
aid, but the Republican-dominated 
Senate has just begun to consider 
budget proposals. Legislation on the 
changes in the Guaranteed Student 
Loan Program have not yet been 
presented for a vote before either the 
full House or the Senate and it is 
doubtful that the vote will occur in 
April as planned. 

Since the budget process is so long 
and complicated there will be many 
opportunities for Congressmen to con- 
sider alternatives to Reagan’s budget. 
The President's proposal for the 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program in- 
cludes the following recommendations: 
(1) all graduate students would be in- 
eligible; (2) all borrowers would have 
to demonstrate need for the loan 
regardless of income level; (3) the 
origination fee which pays part of the 
in-school interest would be increased 
from 5% to 10%; (4) new borrowers 


would be required to repay loans at 
market rates (rather than at 9%) two 
years after they leave college. Even if 
Congress does not adopt Reagan’s pro- 
posal, further cutbacks in the 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program are 
inevitable, because the $3.1 billion cost 
makes it the most expensive federal 
financial aid program. 

Until legislation is passed, the 
eligibility requirements for the 
Guaranteed Student Loan will not be 
determined for the 1982-83 academic 
year. Without authorization from 
Congress the program cannot operate 
and it is impossible to process 
Guaranteed Student Loan applications. 
Therefore, students should NOT begin 
applying for Guaranteed Student 
Loans, because legislative changes may 
make them ineligible or may require 
additional information not included on 
the present application. As soon as 
legislation is passed, the Rush Universi- 
ty Office of Student Financial Aid will 
inform students of any changes in the 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program so 
that eligible students can submit their 
applications.

Office of Student Financial Aid 


The Office of Student Financial Aid 
is located in 101 Schweppe Sprague 
Hall. All full and half-time students are 
eligible to apply for financial assistance. 
The Financial Aid staff works to provide 
funds to students in need so that they 
will be able to pay for a Rush education. 
Because of limited federal funding, 
financial aid is allocated to students with 
the highest need although there are also 
loans available to students with lower 
needs. The Financial Aid staff is also 
available to assist you in establishing a 
reasonable budget to balance your ex- 


penses and available resources. 

Students who are borrowing funds to 
help finance their education at Rush are 
also encouraged to seek the counsel and 
guidance of the Financial Aid staff in 
avoiding an unmanageable debt after 
graduation. The staff also coordinates 
student letter writing campaigns to 
legislators and other key public figures 
when critical financial aid legislation is 
pending. Questions can be directed to 
the staff at x6256. The office is open 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. 


Office of Financial 
Affairs— (Bursar’s Office) 


The primary student function of the Office 
of Financial Affairs is the billing and collec- 
tion of tuition and fees. The Financial Affairs 
staff is responsible for issuing receipts for 
payment received and for disbursing the 
Guaranteed Loans and HEAL checks once 
payment for any balance owed to Rush has 
been made. 

The staff coordinates the University’s Blue 
Cross hospitalization policy and the Univer- 
sitys ANCHOR HMO policy. The Rush 
policy requires all students to have some sort 
of hospitalization insurance. Rush also enrolls 
all students in ANCHOR. Any questions or 
problems concerning student health care 
coverage are handled through this Office. 

Other functions include check cashing for 
students with valid University student I.D.s 
(up to a maximum of $50.00) and the valida- 
tion of the University student I.D.s upon 
satisfactory financial arrangements. 

If you have any questions regarding your 
tuition bill, insurance coverage or check 
cashing privileges, please do not hesitate to 
contact the staff in the Office of Financial Af- 
fairs. They are always willing to answer your 
questions. Check cashing hours are from 9:00 
a.m. to 4:00 p.m., Monday through Friday. 
For payments, and questions on bills and in- 
surance, the staff is available from 8:00 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m.

How is the Blue 
Cross Premium 
Determined? 


The following Blue Cross insurance 
rates will go into effect October 1, 1982. 
Single Coverage $73.00 
Family Coverage $340.00 

The benefits of an insurance program 
should be apparent. Obtaining health 
insurance coverage will prevent you 
from incurring unanticipated financial 
hardships that could result from sickness 
or injury. This protection is especially 
important during a time of limited finan- 
cial resources, such as your college 
years. 

Although the benefits of Blue Cross 
coverage may be apparent, the question, 
“Why do the premiums continue to in- 
crease?” may not be apparent to you. 

The Blue Cross Plan is a group health 
insurance plan. A group health insur- 
ance plan is set up to spread the cost of 
insurance benefits to the entire group 
covered under the plan. 

Your rates are calculated so that the 
premiums paid will be in line with the 
cost of the benefits which will be pro- 
vided to your group in the upcoming 
year. If the premiums paid during a year 
exceed the cost of hospital claims paid 
by the insurance company, a reserve 
builds up to cover the cost of future 
claims under the plan. If your group’s 
claims exceed your premiums, your pre- 
miums are adjusted to reflect the addi- 
tional expense. 

Examination of our Blue Cross insur- 
ance claims report for last year indicates 
that we have experienced a number of 
expensive claims. Last year an average 
of 500 Rush students paid for single 
coverage, and an average of 30 Rush 
students paid for family coverage each 
quarter. This group paid $97,000 in 
premiums during the year. During this 
same time period Blue Cross paid 76 
claims for a total of $134,000. Thirty- 
six of these claims were for dollar 
amounts exceeding $1,000. The size of 
the student group covered by this plan 
is not a large one and the claims acti- 
vity of this group has necessitated a 
premium increase. Additionally, infla- 
tionary factors have also contributed to 
the increase. 

It is the policy of Rush University that 
all students maintain hospitalization in- 
surance coverage. Although the Blue 
Cross renewal rates have increased, it 
still remains a very competitively priced 
hospitalization insurance policy.

Health Insurance 


The University has authorized a two- 
part program of medical service to pro- 
tect and promote the health of its 
students. First is ANCHOR, a health 
maintenance organization oriented to- 
ward illness prevention which provides 
a variety of professional services and 
ambulatory care. ANCHOR covers in- 
patient and outpatient physician services 
and outpatient diagnostic services. Ad- 
ditional information can be obtained 
from the Office of Financial Affairs. 

While a student is actively enrolled, 
single coverage in ANCHOR is included 
in tuition: however, coverage does not 
begin until an ANCHOR application is 
properly filled out and signed at the Of- 
fice of Financial Affairs. A new applica- 
tion must be filled out during the first 
week of the quarter for all new students 
and whenever a student is rejoining the 
ANCHOR program after a lapse in cov- 
erage such as summer vacation. 

If a student has continued ANCHOR 
for the summer, a new application IS 
NOT required for the fall.

In addition, all students are required 
to stop by the Office of Financial Affairs 
prior to the end of spring quarter and 
indicate if they want continued summer 
coverage or not. If summer coverage is 
desired, they will be required to pay the 
appropriate fee at that time. 

A student's spouse and dependents 
may also be enrolled in the ANCHOR 
program for an additional fee. This can 
be done by filling out a change in cover- 
age card for family or couple coverage 
when the student first becomes married 
or has a newborn child or during open 
enrollment which is the first week of fall 
quarter. Open enrollment will be year- 
ly, instead of quarterly, starting fall 
quarter 1982. 

Second is the BLUE CROSS Hospital- 
ization Insurance. Each student must 
maintain this BLUE CROSS coverage or 
its equivalent from the date of matricu- 
lation until graduation, including sum- 
mer quarters. Prior to matriculation, 
students must decide either to join 
Rush’s BLUE CROSS policy or obtain 
similar hospitalization coverage else- 
where. 

If during the school year a student 
wants to drop his/her BLUE CROSS 
coverage, he/she must first show proof 
of similar coverage elsewhere and then 
can drop at the end of the current quar- 
ter. In addition, if he/she does drop his/ 
her coverage, he/she can re-enroll only 
during the first week of fall quarter. 

A student's spouse and dependents 
may also be enrolled in Rush’s BLUE 
CROSS Plan for an additional fee. This 
can be done by filling out a change of 
coverage form for family coverage when 
the student first becomes married or 
during open enrollment. 

A newborn child is covered under the 
family plan at no additional charge; 
however, the child’s name must be add- 
ed on the policy before the coverage is 
effective. This can be done by filling out 
a change of coverage form at the Office 
of Financial Affairs.

The cost for 1982-83 participation in 
the BLUE CROSS plan has increased 
over 1981-82 due to a significant in- 
crease in utilization of the plan by our 
students. Inflationary factors also can be 
attributed to 82-83 increase. 

The effective date for ANCHOR 
coverage will be September 15, 1982 
through June 15, 1983. BLUE CROSS 
coverage will be effective October 1, 
1982.

Academic Calendar 

Rush University offers courses under two schedules that have been designated as X and Y. Courses 
offered by the Medical College (first and second years), the Graduate College and the Section of 
Medical Technology use the Y schedule. All other courses are on the X schedule. The class schedule 
indicates whether a course is an X or Y course. A “Y” appears before the course number of all Y 
courses. Any other course meets under the X schedule. 

The academic calendar at the front of the class schedule specifies the beginning and ending dates 
of each quarter for the X and Y schedules. Briefly, both X and Y courses begin on September 20. 
Final examinations for the X courses run from Wednesday, December 1 through Friday, December 
10. The Y courses’ final examinations will be given Monday, December 13 through Friday, December 17. 


Thanksgiving Break: 


No classes meet Thursday and Friday, November 25 and 26. Classes under the Y schedule resume 


as usual following this break. 


Since Thanksgiving break interrupts the last class week of X courses, the regularly scheduled Thurs- 
day and Friday classes will meet on Monday and Tuesday following Thanksgiving. This means 
that Thursday classes will meet Monday, November 29 and Friday classes will meet Tuesday, 
November 30 at the customary Thursday/Friday times and locations. Final examinations then begin 


on Wednesday. This applies to X Courses only.

Peer Counseling

As future health care professionals, 
you are probably aware of the critical 
need for volunteer blood donors. All 
hospitals require a ready supply of 
plasma, and each year the need con- 
tinues to grow. Our patients need 29,000 
transfusions annually. To meet this 
need, the Blood Center must obtain 80 
units each day. Today, one in every six- 
ty persons receives a blood transfusion. 
Tomorrow’s needs will be even greater. 

Most people can share their blood but 
do not because they are unaware of the 
need or misinformed about donating. 
Recent breakthroughs in transfusion 
have been made using synthetic blood 
substances. Blood substitutes, however,

are not a substitute for real blood. These 
substances may prove to have a great 
value as liquid oxygen carriers, but they 
lack the nutritive properties and clotting 
factors of human blood. Patients whose 
illness or injury requires a transfusion 
of blood, or a blood derivative for 
diagnostic or therapeutic purposes, con- 
tinue to rely on blood inventories made 
possible through donations of living 
blood from human donors. 

Who may give blood? In general, any 
adult in good health, with no recent 
serious illness or history of certain 
diseases may donate blood. Age limits 
vary from state to state, but usually 
donors must be between the ages of 
17-66. A donor must weigh more than 
110 pounds. Do not fast, but please try 
not to eat fatty foods or dairy products 
for four hours before donating; no 


alcohol for twelve hours. 

Some individuals may not be able to 
give blood due to temporary conditions 
such as recent childbirth or a cold or flu 
at time of donation. If you have ques- 
tions regarding your donor eligibility, 
please call the Blood Center at x6680 or 
stop by room 740 Academic Facility on 
November 8th.

Chicago is a city overflowing with 
cultural opportunities.

One of 
the main considerations when planning 
a cultural outing is the cost; and on a 
student's budget it’s not always possible 
to afford outings at some of Chicago's 
more notable theatres.

Though these theatres are smaller and 
less well known, they offer top rate pro- 
ductions in a more intimate atmosphere.

Tennis shoes, yes: 
television, no 


EVANSTON, Ill. (NOCR)— The typical college 
student owns three pairs of athletic 
shoes, watches television infrequently, 
and relies on newspapers and magazines 
for information. 

Those are some of the results of a na- 
tional study of students at 25 campuses 
conducted by Belden Associates for 
CASS Student Advertising, a national 
ad representative for college 
newspapers. The purpose of the scien- 
tifically conducted study was to evaluate 
the college market, the student 
newspaper audience and the buying 
habits of college students. The majori- 
ty (77%) of those surveyed fell into the 
traditional college age group, 18-24. 

Eighty-three percent said they read a 
college newspaper, while 64% read a 
daily city paper. Time captured 41% of 
the survey audience, while Newsweek 
claimed 30% in readership. Favorite 
monthly magazines included Playboy 
(24%), Cosmopolitan (23%), Glamour 
(20%), and Rolling Stone (19%). 
Thirty-six percent said they hadn't 
watched television the previous day, 
while 38% had viewed one to three 
hours of television. Radio was a popular 
activity—only 11% hadn't listened to 
any radio the previous day—but 78% 
said radio-listening serves as 
background activity.

College students may be in a hurry, 
but most take time to snip coupons. 
Seventy-four percent had purchased an 
item with a coupon in the past year, and 
36% had mailed in rebate offers. Aside 
from junk food and alcoholic beverages, 
students listed milk, cheese, orange 
juice, soft drinks, canned soups, 
breakfast cereals, peanut butter and 
yogurt as prime purchases. 

An amazing 98% of students 
surveyed own athletic shoes, and the 
average number of pairs owned was 
three. Moving up on the transportation 
scale, 59% ownacar, and 13% plan to 
buy a car within the next year. Photog- 
raphy is a popular hobby: Forty-nine 
percent are serious enough about it to 
own 35mm cameras. Seventy percent of 
students own stereos and 98% attend 
movies. 

For almost half of those surveyed, the 
money used to make these purchases 
came from their own pockets. Forty- 
seven percent said their discretionary 
funds came from their own job or other 
income, and not from parents. Almost 
90% had checking accounts, 64% had 
savings accounts and 19% had a Visa 
credit card. 


Inside the Student 
Counseling Center 
October 1982

At the annual meeting of the 
American Psychological Association in 
August, I attended only one standing 
room only presentation—a symposium 
on loneliness. The huge ballroom was 
packed with psychologists and with 
media people who reported on the sym- 
posium that day in the Washington Post 
and on the local evening news shows. 
Earlier this summer, the New York 
Times featured a cover story on 
loneliness in their Sunday Magazine Sec- 
tion. What does all of this emphasis on 
loneliness indicate.? 

I was reminded of the focus on lone- 
liness during the beginning of the train- 
ing program for new peer counselors in 
mid-September. We began with daylong 
group meetings on the first two week- 
ends of the school year. During these 
meetings, we focused on sharing infor- 
mation about each other, on letting 
others know what is important to us. 
Nearly all of the 24 people who attended 
were new to Rush and many were new 
to Chicago as well. Despite the fact that 
the students were about to undertake 
rigorous professional training, few of 
them expressed academic concern. The 
persistent theme was: How am I going 
to make friends? Will I be lonely here? 
When will I find time to make new 
friends, to be with old friends, to enjoy 
the company of those | love? In fact, a 
number of people mentioned that one of 
their motives for becoming a peer coun- 
selor was to meet people and to make 
friends. The drive to join with others, 
not to be alone, was compelling and 
strong. 

In the past few years, scholarly 
volumes on the topic have appeared 
which discuss the nature of loneliness at 
different points in the life cycle, chronic 
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vs. temporary loneliness, therapeutic ef- 
forts to reduce loneliness, etc. Two re- 
cent studies investigated the relationship 
of self-disclosure to loneliness in college 
students and reported some interesting 
findings. In the first study, the males 
who rated themselves as the loneliest in 
the group were those with the lowest 
rates of self-disclosure to females. The 
loneliest females had the lowest rates of 
self-disclosure to both females and 
males. In other words, the women need- 
ed self-disclosing relationships with 
women as well as men, while the men 
needed this only with women. 

The second study investigated lone- 
liness and actual self-disclosure and 
reported the following results: (a) lonely 
students self-disclosed less than non- 
lonely students; and (b) overall, lonely 
students chose to disclose less intimate 
topics with their opposite-sex partners 
than did non-lonely students and these 
partners reacted to lonely students by 
choosing less intimate topics themselves. 
The authors suggest that lonely people 
do not feel as trusting of others, perhaps 
especially of others of the opposite sex, 
as do non-lonely people and therefore 
they are more guarded in the level of 
disclosure they make. 

This is certainly plausible. Let me sug- 
gest another interpretation. Many of the 
lonely people may have little or no ex- 
perience in interacting socially and so 
may not have developed the skills with 
which to do so. A number of Rush 
students have told me that they have to 
learn in their 20’s what they feel others 
have learned in high school. For those 
in this group, there are social skills train- 
ing groups in which to learn what is 
needed. For those lonely people who are 
afraid to trust others with their feelings, 
there is help through a variety of 
counseling approaches. The common 
theme in all of these approaches is the 
relationship which develops between the 
person and the counselor. Through learn- 
ing to trust this one person, the lonely 
person can begin to risk relationships 
with others.

Nursing Tuition 
Comparisons 


The National League for Nursing 
recently released results of a study on 
tuition for nursing undergraduates at 
U.S. colleges and universities for 
1980-81. For schools with baccalaureate 
and graduate degrees, the average 
private school tuition was $4,668, nearly 
one-third higher than Rush tuition for 
the same year. 


School Closing For 
Weather and 
Other Emergencies 


While we hope for a mild and dry 
winter, the possibility of hazardous 
weather conditions or other emergencies 
which could cause a school closing exist. 
The following policy has been adopted 
for Rush University. 

Rush University will remain open 
except in the most unusual weather cir- 
cumstances or other emergencies. In all 
cases faculty and students directly in- 
volved in providing patient care func- 
tions are expected to make every 
reasonable effort to be on campus. Pure- 
ly didactic classes may not be held on 
certain days when traveling is judged to 
be exceptionally hazardous or difficult. 

You should expect that Rush will close 
only when the conditions are excep- 
tionally hazardous or difficult, which 
occurs very rarely. In most cases, the 
University will be open. (It has not been 
closed even once in the last 12 years.) 

Authorized school closings will be an- 
nounced on the following radio sta- 
tions: WCFL, WCLR, WFYR, WIND, 
WMAQ, WMET, WYEN, WELD-TV, 
WGN-radio and TV, and WBBM-FM. 
The telephone’ operators’ at 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital will 
also be notified in the event school is 
closed. PLEASE DO NOT CALL 
OTHER OFFICES OR PERSONS.
